Thus they can state, apparently in all 
sincerity: “The Socialist staté is the 
only state which undertakes to protect 
and continuously improve the health of 
the whole population. . . In addition to 
the existing free medical services (Le. 
free medical treatment in clinics) ac- 
commodation in sanatoria and the dis- 
pensing of medicines will aiso be free.” 

Another revealing little promise: 
“Good shopping facilities will be ar- 
ranged throughout the country.” 

This is not an attempt to deny the 
progress made in the Soviet Union in 
recent years, which has been striking. 
But we need to see this progress In per- 
spective. The new Party Program has 
no perspective at all. 

On the one hand, nobody reading it 
would guess from a single phrase the 
appalling conditions which still obtained 
throughout the country up to 35 years 
after the revolution, and from which the 
people have lately been allowed to 
emerge 

On the other hand, there is nowhere 
the least Indication of the real achieve 
ments of the regime, as distinct from 
the phoney ones, or the reasonable 
promises; as distinct from the nonsen- 
sical ones. ‘ 


Wide Ditterences 


It is a queer hotch-potch of a docu- 
ment, repetitive, chaotically organized 
and, far from’ being businesslike and 
streamlined in the Vostok manner, re- 
markable also for wide differences of 
tones and approach to different subjects. 

Thus the parts dealing with the devel- 
opment of industry, heavy and light, are 
crisp, matter-of-fact and relatively lucid. 
Here thé planners know where they are. 

Industrial output, they say, will be 
up 150 per cent in 10 years, which means

Future of Peers 


The Case af the Reluctant Peer is 
as far from resolution as ever. 

Fundamentally it concerns the fact 
that the first Lord Stansgate, an old 
Labor party stalwart, ennobled, sent up 
stairs to the peace of the House of Lords 
as a reward for long.and faithful service, 
died last November. In dying he inevit- 
ably left his peerage to his son and with 
it a not-to-be-refused seat in the House 
of Lords.

At age 59, Dr. Klochko abandoned his 
homeland, his substantial position in. Soviet 
actence, his lifelong friends and environment 
and sought political asylum in this country. 

He did this not for persona! profit, but 
because he concluded that defection was the 
only way he could make results of his life's 
work available to humanity. In Russia, he 
realized, it would be, “wasted” — buried and 
forgotten. So he chose to betray his country 
and keep his faith with mankind. 

Mikhail Klochko does not look like a hero. 
He's a sharp -featured, somewhat mousy- 
looking little man shy and self-effacing, 
wanting nothing more than to continue his 
work In the freedom that the West offers 


THE LIGH TER ‘SIDE | 


But no authority in Canada would dream 
of preventing a pure scientist from publish- 
ing the results of his work, No Canadian 
government would dream, of telling a scien- 
tist what line of research he must pursue 
and what he must forego or ignore. No 
Canadian government would cut off its 
Scientists from the rest of the world, ‘as 
Klochko claims he was cut off— not knowing 
what was being thought and written and said 
on our side of the Iron Curtain. 

These differences are the differences be- 
‘tWéen intellectual freedom, which we in the 
western democracies have in full, and the 
policing and regimentation of minds that is 
pertrhps the most appalling domestic aspect 
of the Communist dictatorship. 

This is possibly what Dr. Klochko had in 
mind when he said, “It is the lack of human 
dignity in the USSR. which hurts most.” 
Where the-human mind and spirit are con- 
fined to a narrow track by ideological con- 
vietion or authoritarian constraint, their 
reason for being is perverted, to humanity's 
loss, Dr. Klochko had the courage, and after 


six years the opportunity, to rebel against 
this Intellectual peonage.

Dr. Cuyo Hoffmeister of Sonneberg in East Germany 
| described his findings Monday to the International Astro 
nomical Union meeting at the University of California 
By some theories, new stars and even great galaxies 
are constantly being formed out of clouds-of gases and 
dust. Small dust clouds have been observed within the 
Milky Way and within other galaxies but never before in 
apace between galaxies. 
The dust cloud has an irregular shape, and is perhaps 
25,000 light years, or some 15,000 trillion miles, wide. Its 
distance from us cannot. be determined yet, but pregum 
ably it is some 2,000,000 dight years away

TO SAVE VANCOUVER? 


VANCOUVER (CP} — Highways Minister 
Gaglardi suggested today the Greater Vancouver's 
old Interurban Railway should be rebuilt as an 80- 
mile-an-hour commuter system to put an end to the 
city’s traffic jams and parking problems. 

The minister said in an interview that such a 
system could feed a train a minute into the down- 
town area of Vancouver from as far away as up 
the Fraser Valley as Chilliwack: 

He suggested that re-establishment of the old 
electric rail line, started in 1891 but abandoned 
some years ago by the B.C. Electric, should be the 
subject of an express transit study by the B.C. Re- 
search Council. 

The minister said the right-of-way and some 
of the old tracks into the Fraser Valley are still in 
existence.
